Design Cited 
“ The proposals are designed 
to effect long-term compli­ 
ance with the requirements of 
our bond indenture,” Preston 
wrote. Loup’s bonded indebt­ 
edness now totals $51 million. 
“ Negotiations on the con­ 
tract changes could start im­ 
mediately,” he said. 
But, he pointed out: “ Until 
these changes are agreed upon 
the billings will remain un­ 
changed.”

Who Gets The Patent?

A finer line between 
gov ernment 
and 
p riv ate enterp rise p robably could not be 
drawn than that drawn in the field of p at­ 
ents. Among the needs of gov ernment today 
are many things which hav e not y et been 
inv ented. Research is 
needed 
into new 
techniques and new equip ment and this re­ 
search is farmed out to p riv ate firms. Such 
arrangem ents are known as research and 
dev elop ment contracts. 
In the fields of sp ace ex p loration and 
atomic energy , the gov ernment takes titles 
to any new p atents 
that are dev elop ed by 
p riv ate industry hired 
to do a job for it m 
either of these two 
fields. In other fields the p atents dev elop ed 
are retained by and for the use of the de­ 
v elop ing firm. But legislation is before Con­ 
gress to change all of this and to giv e p at­ 
ent rights in all cases to the gov ernment. 
These are p atents that result from a firm ’s 
contract with the gov ernment for dev elop ­ 
ment of .some new 
idea. 
The 
National 
Small Business .\s.soeiation takes strong 
ex cep tion to the p rop osed change. 
It believ es that p atents 
dev elop ed 
by 
businesses hav ing contracts with the gov ­ 
ernment should be retained by the busi­ 
nesses themselv es. It argues, for one thing, 
that such a p rocedure makes up in p art 
for the other adv antages large concerns 
hav e ov er small business. It giv es them 
a chance for ex clusiv e marketing of a p ro­ 
duct, for instance, that would otherwise 
not he the case. 
it also argues the general merits of its 
stand by asking: Did the gov ernment p ay 
for the background and skill of the tech­ 
nical team p rov ided by the contractor?; 
did the gov ernment p ay for their training 
and ex p erience?; did the gov ernment p ay 
for the finding and the assemblage of the 
team ? In most cases, say s the Association 
in a sp ecial bulletin, the answer is no. 


rights, these p atents are thrown into a 
common p ool from which any business can 
draw. Thus, the gov ernment is p rotecting 
the p ublic from a monop olistic situation. It 
is p ublic money which dev elop ed the p at­ 
ents and it would seem unjust that the p ub­ 
lic should hav e to p ay heav ily for the fruits 
of its initial inv estment. There is assurance, 
in gov ernment retention of p atents, that 
p roducts dev elop ed from research for the 
gov ernment will find their way into the m ar­ 
ket p lace, if at all, at p rices fix ed under 
a state of comp etition. Thus, the gov ern­ 
ment seems willing to p ay a little more on 
its original contract in order to hav e the 
p ower to p rotect the p ublic’s Interest in new 
p atents. To p ermit p riv ate firms to hav e 
ex clusiv e p atent rights would be a form of 
ex cessiv e p rofits. 


Any firm with a research and dev elop ­ 
ment contract with the gov ernment makes 
a legitimate p rofit on the contract. If giv en 
p atent rights to what it dev elop ed for the 
gov ernment, it would be additionally com­ 
p ensated bey ond the p oint of a normal p rof­ 
it. This is the gov ernment side of the p ic­ 
ture and it is difficult to argue with. 
The major consideration on the other side 
is the simp le question of assistance to small 
business. It is doubtful that the gov ern­ 
ment’s surrender of p atent rights could be 
v ery well defended on a p urely factual 
and imp artial basis but it could stand up 
as a means of p rotecting and help ing the 
small business. 
It is true that throwing of p atents into a

As we said, the line to be drawn in this 
m atter is a p retty thin one. The que.stion as 
to who p rov ides the trained skill for dev el­ 
op ment of what the gov ernment w ants does 
not seem to be a v ery p ertinent one. The 
cost of this trained staff is included in the 
p rice the gov ernment p ay s for what it has 
done. It can be argued that the gov ernment 
would get a better initial p rice if it p erm it­ 
ted the p riv ate firm with which it was con­ 
tracting to retain p atent rights to whatev er 
was finally dev elop ed. This is p robably a 
truth that cannot be refuted because the 
p atent rights obv iously are worth something 
or the issue would not be in disp ute. 
But when the gov ernment retains p atent 


Thus, it is likely 
would find themselv es beat in the m arket 
p lace by larger firms turning out p roducts 
that came from the skill of the small firm. 
This is an injirstice, it seems, that is equal­ 
ly as significant as arguments in behalf 
of gov ernment retention of p atents. This is 
the basis on which it would be easy to 
sup p ort the p osition of the National Small 
Business Association. 
The issue on this basis, howev er, falls 
more into the p hilosop hical or ideological 
realm than in the economic and it seems 
p rop er to recognize it as such. If p atents 
are turned ov er to the business dev elop ­ 
ing them, these businesses hav e an obliga­ 
tion to ap p ly the p hilosop hy of gov ernment 
assistance to other areas of p olitics but it 
is doubtful that they would do this or that 
they consider the issue in this light. 


Good But Too Modest 


The 
administration’s 
food 
stamp p ro­ 
gram for distressed areas will be enlarged. 
In its trial run it serv ed 145,000 families. 
Soon its facilities will be ex p anded to serv e 
500,000. This seems like a substantial ex ­ 
p ansion until one reflects that the nation 
has 4,000,000 families suffering unemp loy ­ 
ment or economic distress for other rea­ 
sons. The general imp rov ement and p op u­ 
larity of distribution of food through the 
stam p p lan indicates that the gov ernment 
could hav e mov ed more largely into the 
field. 
The p lan v aries notably from earlier food 
distribution p ractices. T h e earlier ones 
generally required a lineup at a welfare 
center and distribution greatly consisting 
of that which was av ailable from p ublic 
surp luses. This serv ed the narrow p urp ose 


of help ing to p rov ision of the needy , but 
it had a detrimental morale effect on the 
recip ients and contributed nothing to the 
restoration of the community economy . 
Under the stamp p lan the needy client 
may for $63.37 acquire a p urchasing p ower 
of $100 in food stamp s. Thereafter the cli­ 
ent shop s for food in the regular stores. 
While the selection of food is limited to 
items of basic nutrition, sufficient v ariety is 
av ailable to satisfy indiv idual tastes and p ro­ 
duce a well balanced diet.. Moreov er, chan­ 
neling the business through the communi­ 
ty ’s regular food stores has a tonic effect 
and quickens the rehabilitation of the area. 
Pending the dev ising of a better method 
and in v iew of the stamp p lan’s sup eriority 
ov er p ast methods there is no reason why 
it should not be p ursued with greater ener­ 
gy .

His bland, Buddhalike 
countenance, it is said, al­ 
most cast a sp ell ov er the 
motley gathering which in­ 
cludes gowned men with wis­ 
p y beards, women soldiers 
in drab blue uniforms, Mon­ 
golian tribesmen in bizarre 
nativ e dress. 
The rep orts are, howev er, 
that Mao has been losing 
ground to suav e, p ersuasiv e 
Prem ier Chou En-lai, who 
has p leaded for conciliation 
and has p ointed out that the 
floundering Chinese economy 
no longer p ermits the lux ury 
of an ideological feud with 
the Russians. 
Siding with Mao, accord­ 
ing to rep orts, 
were Liu 
Shao-chi and Ten Hsiao-p ing, 
both p owers in the p arty . On 
the other side, backing Chou

Chen Yi and Madame Chiang 
Kai-shek’s sister, the aging 
but still glamorous Madame 
Sun Yat-sen, widow of the 
founder of the First Chinese 
Rep ublic and mistress of a 
former American army offi­ 
cer.

The Kremlin, clearly aware 
of the struggle going on in­ 
side the great hall, has also 
been bombarding the dele­ 
gates from afar with concili­ 
atory messages. These hav e 
come in the form of state­ 
ments and sp eeches from top 
Sov iet 
leaders, 
including 
Khrushchev himself. 
Nothing in the messages, 
howev er, suggests that the 
Russians are ready to back 
down from their ideological 
stand on coex istence. They 
are willing to p ap er ov er the 
cracks in the Sino-Sov iet al­ 
liance with sweet words of 
comradeship , but not retreat 
from the 20-y ear p lan which 
p uts m aterial p rogress and 
p eace ahead of the Marx ist 
doctrine of inev itable clash 
between the communist-cap i­ 
talist worlds. 
Chou’s p leadings and the 
Kremlin’s nudging rep orted­ 
ly hav e p ersuaded the ma­ 
jority to send a high-ranking 
delegation to Moscow to ne­ 
gotiate. Whether a face-sav ­ 
ing reconciliation will come 
out of this will dep end up on 
the concessions. 
But th^ fact that a solution 
is sought at all is interp reted 
by dip lomats as a blow to 
Mao’s p restige. His quarrel 
with Khrushchev has been so 
bitter that a reconciliation, if 
it should come, may force 
Mao to step from activ e 
leadership into some honor­ 
ary p osition.

Sen. Smith Reports On Latin America 


Railroad Relief 


While the nation is p ondering the sharp ­ 
ness with which President Kennedy dealt 
with the steel industry his actions in other 
fields of business belie the assertion that 
what steel got others can ex p ect. 
The sick railroads are receiv ing most 
sy mp athetic and understanding treatm ent. 
The President is asking Congress to do 
away 
with 
archaic 
federal 
regulations 
which he describes as a p rominent factor 
in rendering railroad op eration difficult, un­ 
p rofitable and old fashioned. He had refer­ 
ence to the railroad op erating statements 
which show they earn less than two p er 
cent on their inv estment. 
There is no doubt the railroads are sick 
from ov er regulation and it is a rational 
country which accep ts the fact that in its 
sev erity it p unished itself. Punitiv e regula­ 
tion which stifles the free and effectiv e 


flow of business dep reciates the economy . 
It is in the character of drowning a man by 
taking him in one’s arm s and jump ing in 
with him. 
Much of the op p ressiv e regulation of the 
railroads stemmed from p ublic resentment 
ov er the earlier p ublic attitude of the rail­ 
road op erators. If history is correct there 
was due cause for some of the p ublic re­ 
action. But hav ing made a whip p ing boy 
of the railroads the p ublic forgot the issue 
and went about its business. But the rail­ 
roads couldn’t forget and could not emerge 
from their restrictiv e confinement. 
It is a belated action now to reliev e the 
railroads of the restrictiv e shackles and it 
will take some doing to get them back in 
sound health 
But it is still not too late 
and the President is on sound ground in 
his recognition of the error.

a sev en day stint. Then it was reduced to 
60 hours. 
Work weeks of 7 2 and 60 hours hav e 
long since been abandoned in most p riv ate 
emp loy ment. And it is a commentary that 
the p ublic emp loy er, which has a keen 
ey e for ex amining tlie conditions of em­ 
p loy ment in jiriv ate enterp rise, is rem ark­ 
ably short of v ision in ap p ly ing its own 
conditions of emp loy ment. It seldon meets 
the standard either in wages, hours or 
fringe benefits that obtain in p riv ate em­ 
p loy ment. 
The Nebraska highway p atrol is a high 
lev el work, calling for skill, courage and 
dedication. It is to be ex p ected that an 
ex cessiv e requirement of hours, esp ecially 
to the p oint of restricting an officer’s rea­ 
sonable home life, will influence a transfer 
of emp loy ment into more generous fields. 
It is significant that the p atrol which had 
198 officers m 1961 is now down to 17 8. 
This difficulty in 
maintaining 
sufficient 
numbers p oses a serious p roblem, not only 
to the p atrol but to the security of the state. 
One would say that Col. Sanders has done 
a signal job of maintaining the high ef­ 
fectiv eness and morale of his men. His 
concession to shorter hours is not to be 
construed as an encroachment on the p ub­ 
lic till, but a rationalization of a condition 
that is actually ov erdue. It will be more 
just. It will strengthen the p atrol and will 
imp rov e the p ublic serv ice. 


WASHINGTON - Wash­ 
ington inev itably interp rets 
Tex as p olitics in term s of 
Vice-President Ly ndon John­ 
son’s p olitical future. It’s not 
easy in the light of dis­ 
p atches from the state only 
three weeks before the gu­ 
bernatorial p rimary . There 
is ev en ev idence that it won’t 
be easy for the v ice-p resi­ 
dent, either, no m atter how 
it comes out. 
What has hap p ened is that 
the v ice-p resident’s close as­ 
sociate, John B. Connolly Jr., 
President Kennedy ’s f i r s t 
secretary of the Nav y , has 
shifted his p olitical ground 
far to the rear of the New 
Frontier in his effort to be 
gov ernor. 
This may be good for Tex ­ 
as but there is some ques­ 
tion that it is good either for 
the New Frontier or for a 
p olitical sp onsor whose p ro­ 
tege seems so forgetful of 
p ast indulgence. It seems to 
hav e gone bey ond the kind of 
cajoling and comp romising 
that was to be ex p ected in 
so faction-ridden a 
s t a t e 
p arty . 
Latest right-wing recruit 
to Connolly is the D a l l a s 
News, an articulate p ublica­ 
tion whose marriage to Gen. 
Edwin Walker, it s e e m e d 
here, was surely made in 
heav en. The News endorsed 
Connally for being against 
so much of the New Fron­ 
tier p rogram, and it argues 
he shouldn’t be disqualified 
as a p ersonal friend of the 
President and v ice-p resident. 


The Dallas News’ p ublish­ 
er. Ted Dealey , long since 
attracted the President’s at­ 
tention by rising at a White 
House luncheon p arty a n d 
reading a p rep ared sp eech to 


country needed a man on 
horseback, not a boy “rid­ 
ing Caroline’s tricy cle.” 
Much more liberal news­ 
p ap ers also sup p ort Connol­ 
ly . 
But t h e 
conserv ativ e

It has also enabled Gov . 
Price Daniel, s e e k i n g a 
fourth term after six y ears 
in office, to p re-emp t the v i­ 
tal center.

The gov ernor, no liberal 
fav orite, took up center p o­ 
sitions and asserted himself 
the friend, not of business 
or labor p rimarily , but of 
“The Little Man.” He may 
not be able to make inroads 
on Yarborough’s hard core 
in the first p rimary , but if, 
as seems likely , he meets 
Connolly in the runoff, he ex ­ 
p ects the liberals to p refer 
him. 
Today ’s liberals insist that 
Yarborough 
has

chance. An established state­ 
wide p oll reflects the more 
common op inion that a close 
contest between Daniel and 
Connolly , and then a runoff 
between them, is in p rosp ect. 
The v ice-p resident’s rela­ 
tions with Gov ernor Daniel 
hav e been friendly , but not 
so close as with Connolly , 
who managed m a n y state 
races and his p residential 
camp aign for him. Connolly , 
attractiv e and energetic, is 
running as “ a new' face.” It 
has caused all the m o r e 
comment that it may be 
“new” . but ap p arently n o t 
New Frontier. 


WASHINGTON — Senator 
M argaret Chase S m i t h of 
Maine is that rarity among 
w’omen—a female to whom 
men eagerly listen w h e n 
she talks p olitics or world 
affairs. 
The other day she arose 
on the Senate floor to deliv ­ 
er an address on the admin­ 
istration’s

American 
“ Alliance for Progress.” 
This in itself was an oc­ 
casion.

tiv e Mrs. Smith had made 
on the Senate

That one made quite a stir 
both here and abroad. In it 
she took a hard look at our 
debacle in Cuba, the Berlin 
wall, the failures in Laos, 
other trouble sp ots, and de­ 
clared: “ More than insp ir­ 
ing talk is necessary .” She 
added that 
although 
t h e 
President’s sp eeches w e r e 
ex cellent, he lacked follow- 
through with action, which 
is necessary for a successful 
foreign p olicy . 
_ , 
Sov iet P r e m i e r N ikita 
Khrushchev read the sp eech 
and called the 
m i l d -man­ 
nered Mrs. Smith “ a dev il 
in 
disguise.” 
Mrs. 
Nrna 
Khrushchev ev en nut 
her 
oar into it, insinuating that 
the lady from Maine was a 
warmonger. President Ken­ 
nedy 
commented 
that his 
former Senate colleague was 
“ ignorant.” 


She said the Alliance for 
Progress 
is 
“ v iew'ed 
by 
South .Americans as an at­ 
temp t by a rich, flabby , and 
timid Uncle Sam to try to 
buy that which he is not 
willing to fight for himself.” 
Make no mistake about it, 
she said, “that is a result 
of the ram p ant ex p ansion of 
Castroism that we hav e nev ­ 
er really faced up to. 
“The odds are that we 
waited too late—for South 
Americans are inclined to 
v iew our efforts now as a 
desp erate 
attemp t 
to 
get 
them to sav e us from the 
threat of Castroism.” 


Unlike some of her col­ 
leagues, Mrs. Smith fav ors 
giv ing increased military aid 
to Latin America, because 
“the greatest friends that 
the U S. has in South Amer­ 
ica are the members of the 
military forces — and the 
greatest enemies of commu­ 
nism are the members of 
the military forces.” 
Pointing out that we hav e 
giv en ov er $600 million in 


aid to Mex ico, ov er $500 mil­ 
lion to Chile, nearly $559 
million to Argentina and $1,- 
7 00 million to Brazil, she ’'e- 
minded that “ all four na­ 
tions stood against us at 
Punta del Este” on the v ote 
against communist Cuba. 
Practically all of t h a t 
money was economic aid. 
By contrast, such nations as 
Venezuela and Peru, which 
receiv ed much less aid, but 
a larger p ercentage of it in 
military 
assistance, 
stood 
firmly by our side. 
Say s 
Mrs. 
Smith: 
“ Our 
greatest danger today is not 
in Berlin, Vietnam, Laos or 
the Congo. It is right here 
on our v ery doorstep , with 
our neighbors to the south.”

added: 
“ It ap p ears that the less 
military assistance we giv e 
and the more economic as­ 
sistance we giv e, the more 
a South American country 
has a tendency to turn its 
back on us.”
